I'he arch is a bonded arch, usiug moulds 24, 25, 26 
and 13. The other moulds are Nos. 33, 56, and 169. 
The disc is represented as marble. The moulded bricks 
forming the lower number of the lintel are made 8 inches 
square, and an angle iron or iron plate riveted to the 
bottom of an iron beam should be placed under the rear 
half of these bricks to insure stability.

I'he treatment of panels is often a puzzling problem to architects: 
whether applied to a facade or for the embellishment of an interior, 
they give a decided character to the object thus decorated. Fhere 
are no greater possibilities in any material for a beautiful and con 
sistent treatment »of panels in a brick building than carved bricks. 
The color and texture of the decoration is then quite in harmony 
with the wall service, and the result most agreeable. The panels 
here drawn, will admit of an infinite variety of arrangement, modelling 
and color. .\s panels are designed for spaces they are to decorate, 
the above sketches are necessarily only suggestions.

BELT COURSES. 

Horizontal lines give breadth to a facade and assist to an effect of repose, 
so essential to good architecture. They also tie together designs uniting groups, windows 
or motifs, which without the belt course would appear disconnected. One recalls with 
pleasure the rich belt courses of the buildings of Bologna and Farrara, and how agreeably 
they beautify the buildings. The accompanying sketch suggests treatment of the belts. 
With so many ornaments at the disposal of the architect a great variety of combinations 
of this kind can be made. We would urge architects to examine into the possibilities 
of our ornamented bricks. We have several colors, and for a brick building there is 
nothing so appropriate for decoration as the carved bricks.

'Ihis sketch suggests a treatment of an interior wall surface such as a ves- 
tibule or hall. Two colors or shades of the same color are indicated in the 
design. The dado, pilasters, arches and cornices should be of dark red and the 
spandrels above the arches of a lighter shade of red, or our buff bricks in 
place of the dark red, and our cream for the panels and spandrels if a lighter 
scheme is desirable. The ceiling may be -of wood or plaster.

I he entrance to a building, of wliatever character, should receive some recognition in the way 
of embellishment. In the simplest building the doorway usually shows some attempt to please and 
extend a welcome, and to express that it was not wholly built for selfish motives. The doorway 
also affords an opportunity for pleasing design, and to a certain extent it may designate the 
character of a building to which it belongs. The accompanying sketch shows what can be done 
with bricks as a decoration material, and as these bricks can be obtained in various shades and 
colors, a remarkable attractive doorway can be made. The upper surface of the pediment moulding 
should be protected by a flashing or cap of galvanized iron or copper, and the metal capping would 
be formed into ornaments at the apex and base of the pediment. A piece of marble or light colored 
brick would form a decorative panel in the pediment. The following numbers are used in this 
design: Nos. 8, 104, 100, loi. loi c, loS, 11.

CORNICKS. 

An otherwise good building is often ruined, .ircliiUclu illy, by .1 bad 
and insufficient cornice. For a brick building, no material is more ap- 
propriate or enduring than bricks for a crowning motive. Moulded and 
ornamental bricks are so readily adapted to almost every character of 
building. For our city streets, especially, a cornice of slight projection 
seems most logical, and with ornamented bricks a very agreeable result 
can be obtained whether simple or ornate. The designs here drawn can 
be constructed in the most thorough manner and uc H l ,.nJ, i tl,. '1 u k. ^ 
numbered 23 extend into the wall 12 inches.

CORNICK. 

In ( lassie .uul Rcn.iissancc buildings the cornice plays a very im- 
portant part in tl>e composition. Although there may be quite a wide 
range of ornamentation, the cornice in this style usually has modillions 
and dentils. The form of these and the balance of the ornamentation 
depends upon the ability of the designer. There is no stereotyped model • 
for a Renaissance Cornice. An architect may combine accessible material 
with happy results, and when he succeeds in doing a really good thing 
with the material at hand of minimum cost, he has achieved a triumph 
in art and the good will of his client. The forms introduced in the ac- 
companying design are modelled from the best examples of Renaissance 
detail, and many combinations can be made with them. I'he brackets 
extend twelve inches back into the wall, and the wnole cornice is well 
bonded.

Possibly it may not be generally understood tliat cohimns and piers are 
readily made of our bricks. The present sketches show a few of the many 
forms our moulded bricks take when applied to columns and piers. 

'i'he design at the left shows a complete Doric column with base and 
capital moulding. The shaft has the proper diminuition and entasis. The 
construction is thoroughly bounded and the bricks are especially moulded t«) 
give a true and smooth shaft. 

The column here drawn has a diameter of 16 inches at the lower portion 
of the shaft. The height, however, may be modirted somewhat to meet the 
position for which it may be required, as some places will require a more 
sturdy proportion and others a slender effect. This however, is only an ex- 
ample which we have constantly on hand. We can make any diameter column 
desired at short notice.

This Renaissance doorway would, with proper treatment of the siirroundin}; 
features, look well as an entrance to a residence. Arched bricks, Nos. i8, ii8, 119, 120, 
and I 2 I are used in the arch, forming a bonded arch. This projects from the wall three or 
four inches, and should be capped with copper to insure permanency. The ornaments at 
the spring and crown of the arch suggest the ornamentation of this copper capping. 'I'here 
should also be a lead or copper wash on the top of the horizontal cornice. '1 he moulded 
bricks forming the lower number of the lintel are made eight inches square and an angle 
iron should be placed under the rear half of these bricks to insure stability. The panel is 
represented as marble. 'I he jambs of the doorway are formed of No. 33. 1 he other pat- 
terns used are Nos. 103, 117, 108 and 2.

Moulded hru k u lu n u><.\\ iii tlic ri-lu manner and with a little tare toi lonihinations, can ho nuide to 
produce many rich and beautiful effects, especially if the bricks arc moulded in deep relief, and with a view to 
shadow effects. We are confident that architects and builders will apj)reciate our efforts to provide them with 
a sufficiently extensive variety of carefully modelled forms to carry out the most ornate work of Renaissance 
architecture in brickwork. There are also a number of moulds sug^^ested by Kel/^ian and Holland brickwork 
and a few (}othic mouldin^js.

Many bricks are made with the ornamentation li^ifbtly stamped on the surface, and when 
placed twenty-five feet above the ground lose their beauty. 

Our brick however arc moulded deep enou|<h to show their mouldin^^s at a good distance, 
and we have two • or three course mouldings of a bolder pattern, which may be used on 
tlie higher parts of a building. We make all the parts of the same moulding in order 
that they can be used in any position. 

We can make large projections with the bfick and at the .same time have them held se- 
curely to the wall, this we do by making long backs on the brick wihch gives a good bed 
on the wall. Hy using various combinations of our brick many beautiful designs for door- 
ways, architraves, cornices, quoins, panels, sill courses, belt courses, etc., can be made and 
we have endeavored to give the architect some suggestions of these combinations by the 
cuts u\)(m the back of the leaves of the catalogue. 

We also aim to make the brick .so that they will bond together, aud to the brick backing, 
thus making a beautiful and at the .same time a strong piece of construction. We have 
in various instances shown how the bonding is made. 

You will notice the bricks are made the standard size 8 i-S" x4'" \2 1-4" in the single 
course patterns, thus insuring the bonding when two headers are used with a stretcher. 
81-8" .\4" .\4 11-16" double course and 8 1-8" .\4" X7 1-8" in three course patterns, 
the.sc sizes 4 11-16" and 7 1-8" being twice and three times the thickness of a brick 
with the mortar joint added.

.Sliould architects desire special moulds for their work, 
them and make the cost as reasonable as possible. 

We have a capacity of io,000 moulded bricks a tlay or 30,000 j)lain, and as wc burn a 
kiln every week, we can get out an order at short notice. We would like however for 
the architect to let us know as early as possible, if he intends using any of our moulded 
brick, so that we may be sure to have them in stock and avoid delay in shipping. This notification 
howevi-r will not b • (onsidered an order, as we can put the brick in stock, if not called for. 

It is our iiitnilion however to keep a stock of our various moulds and colors which are 
Ued. Brown. I'ink. (iray. Huff and Cream, and all the intermediate shades constantly on 
hand 1(1 iiiai>le us to fill an order instantly. These colors are not produced by artificial 
coloring matter but b) careful selection and intermixture of clays. If the architect will send us 
a set of blue prints, of the building he intends using our brick on, we will draw off the 
quantities and give him a lump sum for the brick delivered f. o. b. cxirs at delivery point, 
and return blue prints the same day. 

We can make all kinds (if arches at short notice, ground to Auy radius with the bricks 
numbered, and packed in barrels, thus saving the mason time and waste of brick, and in- 
suring a good job. 

We make sill brick with various sizes of wash to which we can attach many kinds of mould- 
ings, thus making a sill course without a break and harmonizing the whole building in brick. 

We make a specialty of brick for fireplaces and our stock designs can l)e seen in our 
Ski'tch Book which will be sent to those wishing it. The architect can also make special 
fireplace designs of his own, which we will execute carefully. 

The cost of moulded brick as comjiared with Terra Gotta and Stone will compare favor- 
ably, and we know we can save the architect from one half to one third of the cost of these if 
allowed to substitute our brick which we will do and submit a drtail of the construction. 



We have drawn the bricks in our catalogue to scale, and isomelrically except where it 
would distort the design or would not show it to advantage, and have also put on in 
figures the size of the brick and projections of the mouldings, and where the dimensions 
are not given the architect t^n measure them by means of the srale and dividers.
